(-[liiltiuii- mis started hv ihr -mpfcted lettnce. 

Fifiures showing the effect of previous unlilvphoid vaccination on the 
incidence of the disease were obtained from the notes of the cases treated 
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neither customary, nor possible, to fnler the data of inoculation ou a 
medical history sheet. Therefore, if llie inoculation records bad been 
complete, the " over the year " total would have increased at the expense 
of the " no information " figure in fig '2, and the ratio of the inoculated to 
uninocnlated attack tntes would have been greater than a half. But. eten 
as the figures stand, the difference between the morbidity of the inoculated 
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
